Mrs. McKinley, and Secretary Cortelyeu arrived this 
morning. A cabinet meeting was held at 11 o'clock. 


Washington, August 16—Nothing short of complete compliance with tha 


demands originaly made_by this government upon the Chinese authorities 
will prevent the onward march of the a'llied troops upon Pekin. This state- 


ment is made on. authority. 


The appeal, therefore, of Li Hung Chang for a halt at Tung1 Chow with a 


view to opening- peace negotiations will be promptly rejected. From the first 
the administration has insisted that this government be put into free com- 
munication with Conger, and that he with either members ot the legation, 
and all who are under its protection be immediately relieved from their pe- 


rilous situation. 


On this question the Cnited States stands today just where It stood first, 


and no efforts on the part of Li Hune Chang or the imperial authorities will 


avail to stay the forward movement of the allied forces. 


It is true th.|t the administration realizes that the crisis is at hand in 


China, and hence the officials do not attempt to disguise their anxiety for 
the immediate future. They are hoping for the best, and believe that a 
rescue of the beleaguered ministers is now only a matter of a very short 
time,but nevertheless the fear is ever present that the Chinese in Peicin, real- 
izing the desperate situation, may massacre every foreigner in the city, then 
taking the emperor and empress dowager with them, leave the capital to 


its fate. 


It is confidently expected, however, t hat no such fate awaits the imprisoned 


ministers. It would not greatly surprise the officials if they received, word 
at any time that the long awaited rescue had actually been affected. 


In all the anxiety felt by this government for the safety of its own people, 


the Chinese Chri&tian converts have not for a moment been forgotten, and in 
any negotiations looking to the sufety of our minister and the members of his 


legation these helpless ones will surely be included. 


Considerable anxiety has been occasioned by the witholding from the pub- 


lic of th_ nesaage from. Conger, received Monday, but it can be authoritatively 
stated that the Message really contained nb news not already in the possession 


of the public. For purely diplomatic reasons the message was not made pub- 


lic.

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ATTACK MEANS DEATH TO MINISTERS 


Chinese Minister to London Warns Powers Not 


to Press too Hard on Pekin. Correspondent 


Eeports Allied Army at Pekin Monday 


London, Aug. 16.—The Chinese minis- I 


ter In London, Sir ChCi Chen Lofenglu, 
Is quoted as saying: '"i-he powers must 
not press too hard on Pekin. If you de- 
feat the Chines* soldiers it will not be 
possible to control the soldiery. They 
may tufti and rend the legations. I do 
not believe the legation food supply will 
fce.stopped ao long as the powers refrain 
from attacking Pekin and negotiate for 
the surrender of the ministers." 


"The allies are reported to have 


reached Pekin Monday," says the Shang- 
hai correspondent at The Daily Express, 
•wiring yesterday. H« adds: "Chinese 
official news confirms this statement, 
tout without details." 


A Paris message repeats this; but the 


Btate-ment, especially as it emanates 
from Shanghai, must be accepted with 
considerable reserve. Other London 
morning papers, basing their remarks 
upon Washington dispatches, which, 
with the exception of the foregoing from 
Shanghai, from the latest news regard- 
ing the advance, are divided in opinion, 
some believing that the allies ni/uat al- 
ready have reached Pekin and others 
preferring to.believe that the relief will 
not be accomplished until the end of the 
week. 


Telegraphing from Yang Tsun, Aug. 6, 


& Daily News correspondent says : "Sir 
Alfred Gaselee hopes to keep the enemy 
running and to follow him right into 
Pekin." 


Ngan Ping was occupied without fir- 


ing a shot, according to a dispatch to 
The Dally Express from that place, 
dated Aug. 11. "It le believed," the 
message adds, "that Generals Tung Fuh 
Slang, Ma and Chung are intrenching 
40,000 strong at Tung Chau. The allies 
may avoid Tung Chau. pursuing the 
route northwest from Chang Kia Wan." 


Tung Chau appears to be about 12 


miles from Pekln. 


A dispatch to the same paper from 


Shanghai, dated yesterday, says that 
the olfioialg profess to be willing to hand 
over the foreign ministers, their fami- 
llea and servants, but will not permit 
the departure of native Christians. 
"The Russian government," continues 
this telegram, "has notified Li Hung 
Chang of its willingness to receive M. De 
Giers outside the walls of Pekin, thus 
avoiding the entrance of the Russian 
force. This lndepend«nt action is cal- 
culated to embarrass the allies seriously. 
Japan demands that General Yung Lu 
shall meet the allies outside the city 
galop and deliver the ministers and all 
the native Christiana " 


The Chinese minister in London, Sir 


Chih Chen Lofenglu. is quoted as saying-: 
"The powers mutt not press too hard on 
Pekin. If you defeat the Chinese sol- 
diers It will nort be possible to control the 
soldiery. They may turn and rend the 
legations. I clo not believe the legation 
food supply -ft'ill be stopped so long as the 
powers refrain from attacking Pekin 
and negotiate for the surrender of the 
ministers."

MOMENTOUS WORDS MUST 


SOON COME FROM GKINA 


Washington, Aug. 16.—The tension on 


the Chinese situation is intense, for it is 
appreciated by officials that the crisis 
has reached an acute stage which cannot 
be continued many hours without bring- 
ing word of momentous import, deter- 
mining, either for good or evil, the en- 
tire cowse of events. 
Wednesday was 


m. day of extreme anxiety, of watching 
and waiting, with only meagre and frag- 
mentary information as to the military 
fcnd diplomatic phases. 


One of the new developments was the 


•tatement that messages are being re- 
ceived from Minister Conger, which are 
"not transmitted through any of our offi- 
cials In China, or through the Chinese 
minister here, but directly at the state 
department. 
These messages come by 


tbe way of Tal Nan. 
Some of them can- 


Hot be fully deciphered, and for thia 
reason the statement cannot be definitely 
made that the dispatches sent by tha 
government to Minister Conger are re- 
ceived by him. 


So far as the messages have been de- 


ciphered there is no Indication that 
Minister Conger received any Informa- 
tion or dispatches from our state depart- 
ment." Nothing could be learned of the 
contents of the dispatches received, al- 
though It was stated that' there were 
quite a number from Minister Conger, 
•ome comlnig from the consular officers 
And General Cbaftee, beside those which 
Came direct. The message transmitted 
through Minister Wu WOE entirely de- 
ciphered in the department. 


Word came early In the day to the navy 


department that General Chaffee had 
reached Matow, about 20 miles from 
Pekin. Thts occurred Friday or Satur- 
day, though the dispatch from General 
Chaffee, sent through Admiral Remey, 
was not sufficiently definite to locate the 
exact time of reaching Matow. But In 
any event three or four days have 
elapsed since then, and'there has been 
time for a «t!U further advance toward 
the Imperial city. Th£ feeling among 
officials was shown In the extreme nlr- 
cumflpectlon thrown about all aaessages 
relating to Chira, and it was announced 


• t>oth at the atate and war department* 
ihat any cniriTmirtlcatlon from Minister 
• Confer or the UnltwlStates eonsulH con- 
cerning affairs In China would not be 
made public. 


It wa» explained that this was In no 


way due to any desire to keep from the

fact that the crisis Involved so many 
possibilities of extreme hazard to the 
800 leg-ationers In Pekin that the great- 
est caution must be observed against 
disclosures which would further imperil 
those in danger. 


The actual developments of the day 


consisted ot.the'Remey dispatch, here- 
tofore alluded to, and one from Consul 
General CJtfodnow at Shanghai. 
The 


state department declined to make 
known the contents of the Goodnow dis- 
patch. 
This Oldened a wide field for 


'conjecture, the'ffiftst generally accepted 
view being that Mr. Goodwow had ad- 
vised against the plan of delivering the 
leg-atloners outside the city of Pekin. 


The cipher experts were busy with a 


dispatch from Consul Fowler at Che- 
Foo, which was BO unluislllglble that it 
had to be returned 
"tt> the telegraph 


company to be repeated. 
So far as it 


could be deciphered, it appeared to re- 
peat a message sent by Minister Con- 
ger to Fowler, telling the latter that the 
situation was becoming: more critical at 
Pekin, and that the Chinese authorities 
were seeking to compel the legutioners to 
leave the city under Chinese escort. 


It Js possible that the message, which 


IB quite long, will convey additional in- 
formation when Its complications are 
unravelled. 


With the army at Matow, It is felt that 


any one of several conditions might be 
presented in the near 
future. 
The 


Chinese officials concur In the belief ex- 
pressed by the Chinese minister at Lon- 
don, that there will be a speedy and 
sudden change, and a peace withi-n tha 
next few weeks. 
On the other hand, 


Baron Sternberg, the German charge of 
affairs, regards Tung Chow, mid-way be- 
tween Matow and Pekin, as the real bat- 
tle ground, and Secretary Hoot is In- 
clined to accept this view. Some of the 
Japanese officials believe that when the 
allies reach Tung Chow they will find 
Pekin a deserted city ahead of them, aa 
It Is recalled that these tactics of with- 
drawal occurred in 1860, when the Brit- 
Ish-JJYench expedition reached Tung 
Chew. 


In the absence of all positive informa- 


tion as to what the allies' armies will 
do, these conjectures from the best- 
posted sources serve to show the va- 
rious serious possibilities forming a part 
of the present crisis. 


The arrival of President McKlnley to- 


day is looked forward to with great In- 
terest, In view of the gravity of the crisis. 
An extended conference between the 
president, Secretary Root, Acting Secre- 
tary Ade« and others is likely to occur. 
This probably will assume the aspect 
of a cabinet conference, if, indeed, it Is 
not felt desirable to hold a special cab- 
inet meeting. The regular meeting day 
of the cabinet is on Friday, at which 
time there will be further opportunity 
of going over the Chinese developments.

BOUTWELL IS FOR BRYAN 


States His Seasons for Turning 


His Back Uuon the Repub- 


lican Party 


Jlew York, Aug. 16.—A mob of several j 


hundred persons formed at 11 o'clock 
last night in Cnont of the home of Police- 
man Eobert J. Thorpe, Thirty-seventh 
street and Ninth avenue, to wreak 
vengeance upon the negroes of that 
neighborhood because one of their race 
had caused the policeman's death. The 
negroes fled in terror Into any hiding 
place they could find. The police re- 
serves, numbering 400, were called out, 
and they, with the regular police, fought 
the mobs. The rnolb of white men raged 
through the district and negroes, re- 
gardless of age or sex, were indiscrim- 
inately attacked, scores being injured. 


The trouWe^grew out of the death of 


Policeman Tflbrpe as the result of a 
murderous assault 'by a negro early Sun- 
day. Thorpe was attempting to arrest 
a n egress when ArtRur Harris and an- 
other negro attacked the policeman with 
razors. He died the- following day. 


The policeman's body was brought to 


his home last night, and from all over 
the vicinity men and women called to 
pay their respects. Many carried hand- 
some floral offerings. As the night grew 
on the hatred of the negroes seemed to 
grow. A small group gathered about 
the policeman's home, and Captain 
Cooney sent a small squad of men. 
Trouble was not anticipated, however, 
and the squad was more in the nature 
of a guard of honor for their dead com- 
rade, 


A few minutes before 11 o'clock an 


Irish woman under the influence of 
drink came out of the place, set up a 
howl and began to recite the virtues of 
the dead policeman. She said the negroes 
ought to be killed. Just then a negro not 
more than 17 years old walked by. The 
white men made a rush for him and he 
was quickly surrounded. He was beatea 
and kicked and was rescued only with 
great difficulty. Men and women poured 
by the hundreds from the neighboring 
tenements. 
Negroes were set upon 


whsrever they could be found and bru- 
tally beaten. The blacks at first offered 
resistance', but they were soon outnum- 
bered and fled without delay. 


For the next hour the s<tr.eet for blocks 


was filled with a rioting, surging mob. 
The shouting of the men, the shrieking 
of the women, the lamentations of the 
children, the shooting of revolvers, 
crashing of windows and all made a 
perfect pandemonium. 


Captain Cooney at once ordered out 


his reserv«s, but his men were only half- 
hearted in their work. Nathan Arling- 
ton, 
18 years old, colored, rode up the 


avenue on his wheel and into the imds^ 
of a rioting crowd of whites. He was 
Instantly surrounded, pulled from h's 
wheel and brutally beaten. Half a dozen 
policemen on the corner made no effort 
to save him. The negro in some way 
got on his feet and ran on the stoop of 
305 Eighth avenue. He was again at- 
tacked, the police looking on. A mes- 
senger boy saw the negro's peril, and 
fighting like a fiend he drove the crowd 
back and got the negro into the house. 


Missionaries Safer In AmerL_ 


New York, Aug. 16.—A cablegram from 


Bishop Graves of Shanghai and the lower

Episcopal Missionary society not to send 
out a party of missionaries from thia 
country as contemplated.

A Memory 
Of the Code, 


How an ex-Confederate and a 
Brilliant Young Lawyer Fought 
a Duel In Richmond Shortly 
After the Civil War. 


OOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOO 


Died.— At his home In Richmond, Va., May 85, 


1000, Captain P»se McCarthy, aged 67 years. 


General Robert B. Lee hud surren- 


dered. 
The Confederacy had fallen. 


Thousands of young southrons had 
Tome from the war to flnd their homes 
In ruins and their fortunes lost Noth- 
ing but the land remained, and many 
ef them settled down when the first 
ghock of defeat was still fresh to plant 
cotton and tobacco. Proud young men, 
the product of the chivalry of the old 
south, who had never done a stroke of 
•work, they lived for a time the life of 
field hands. They got up with the sun, 
hitched the only remaining mule to the 
rusty plow and worked hard in the 
fields all day. In the Intensity of the 
labor they were able to forget the bit- 
terness of their lot. 


Meanwhile Richmond, the old capital 


of the "lost cause," became more than 
ever the social center of the south. 
Outside of New Orleans Richmond was 
the largest of southern cities. To it 
had gone most of the few old planters 
who had managed to save a part at 
least of their fortunes. Naturally the 
more ambitious and enterprising of the 
younger generation gravitated in the 
name direction. 


Two years after Lee issued that last 


ead farewell to the remnant of hia 
shattered army, Richmond was a gay 
and bustling city. Half the great fam- 
ilies of the old south were represented 
there. And there for a time an at- 
tempt was made to carry on the stately 
end splendid social life which the war 
had ended forever. 
Big clubs were 


opened, and gambling and drinking, 
both fostered by the excitement aud 
temptation of array life, so recently 
over, ran high. The mansions of the 
Kichmoad gentry were the scenes of 
sightly hospitality, and each week the 
fashionables drove in their coaches to 
a ball. 


Gradually the young men who had 


gone home to their plantations from 
the war gave up the fight with nature, 
and one after the other gathered to- 
gether the little remnant of their for- 
tunes and came to Richmond to prac- 
'tice law or attempt to earn, a living 
in some other way. 
Hundreds of 


young men, dependent on their own 
resources for the first time, and all 
of them of the highest social standing, 
added to the excitement and gayety of 
the Virginia capital. 


Among the fashionable beans of Rich- 


mond at the time was Captain Page 
McCarthy, then a man of 40 and a 
descendant of a famous Fairfax coun- 
ty family. His father had served sev- 
eral terms in congress and had met 
and killed his man according to the 
regulations of the code of honor. All 
over the south an appeal to the code 
fcad always been the first resort of an 
Insulted gentleman, and now, since 
the four years of war had taught these 
defeated soldiers how cheap is human 
life, duels were more common than 
ever. 


The belle of Richmond during this 


period of unrest and excitement was 
•Mary Triplett. Half the young men 
in Richmond were in love with her and 
there was great rivalry among them 
all for the slightest favor from her 
hand. She was the nightly toast and 
at the weekly ball reigned supreme. 
One of the most fervent of her ad- 
mirers was Captain Page McCarthy. 
Miss Mary, however, did not favor the 
captain, and finally a quarrel arose 
between them, as a result of which 
they passed each other on the street 
.without speaking. 


At one of the dancing parties it so 


happened that Mary Triplett was plac- 
ed in the formation of some figure 
directly opposite Captain 
McCarthy. 


She could not refuse to dance with him 
iwithout creating a scene, so she walk- 
ed through the figure with great cool- 
ness and dignity, only so far recog- 
nizing the captain's existence as was 
necessary under the circumstances. 


Already Captain McCarthy was an- 


gry, but this treatment made him 
furious. He left the ballroom a few 
tninutes later. In the next Issue of a 
.Richmond paper there appeared a 
little poem of perhaps six stanzas, 
.which set all Richmond in a fever of 
'-excitement. Four of the lines were as 
follows: 


When. Mary's queenly form I preal 


In Strauss' latest w^Hz, 


I might as well her lips caress, 


Although those lips be false. 


The poem was entitled "To Mary," 


and, 
though everybody recognized the 


application of the lines and was moral- 
ly certain that McCarthy had written 
them, nobody had any proof that ho 


i ;was the author. 


Half of the beans of Richmond start- 


ed out to run down the man who had 
(written flnd printed the cowardly lines, 
' determined to call him to account on 
,lhe field of honor. Among them was

Friends interfered before McCarthy 


succeeded in his attempt to strike Mor- 
decai and forced him to leave the club- 
house. The same day Mordecai enter- 
ed another club in which McCarthy 
was playing billiards. The latter com- 
menced at once in a loud voice to com- 
ment on'the fact that some people are 
unable to mind their own business, and 
Mordecai finally walked over to the ta- 
ble at which he was playing and asked 
Sf he meant to refer to him. 


"Who 
are you, sir?" sneered McCar- 


thy, staring ilordeeai in the face. 


In an instant Mordecai had seized a 


billiard cue, with which he struck Mc- 
Carthy to the floor, saying as he did 
so., "I'll show you who I am!" 


Of course a duel followed. The two 


men, 
with their seconds, met at day- 


break nest morning Just outside the 
Oakwood cemetery, below the city. So 
deadly was the spirit which animated 
them that they fought with dueling 
pistols, heavily loaded, at ten paces. 
At the first shot both men missed. Mc- 
Carthy demanded a second shot. This 
time the aim was better on both sides, 
and both men fell. McCarthy's right 
thigh was broken, and Mordecai was 
fatally wounded, with a bullet through 
his abdomen. 


As Mordecai lay dying he raised him- 


self on his elbow and whispered to his 
second, "Present my compliments to 
Captain McCarthy and tell him he can 
have another shot if he wishes." 


Just as the second shots were fired 


the police arrived on the scene, too late 
to do more than arrest the seconds. 
Mordecai lived but six hours, but Mc- 
Carthy finally recovered after spend- 
ing months in terrible agony. 


Mordecal's seconds were William M. 


Royall, now a leading lawyer of Rich- 
mond, and William R. Trigg, now a 
shipbuilder. Dr. Hunter McGuire, the 
personal physician of Stonewall Jack- 
son, was one of the attending surgeons. 
The whole party was locked up in the 
Richmond jail, where they were con- 
fined for several weeks. During the 
period of their imprisonment the wom- 
en of Richmond, who felt that Morde- 
cai had fallen in defense of one of their 
number, paid them every attention. 
Fresh flowers and delicious dishes 
were brought each day to the cells of 
the prisoners, and on their release they 
were welcomed back with demonstra- 
tions of joy. 


Captain McCarthy, after his re- 


covery, became a recluse and a mis- 
anthrope. He lived moat of the time 
In Richmond and was looked upoa as 
a misanthrope, who avoided men and 
hated women. 
And the killing of 


young Mordecai went far 
toward 


breaking up the vogue of the duel in 
the south. 


Ap for Miss Triplett, she married a 


Richmond lawyer and died suddenly 
at her borne several years ago.—Chi- 
cago Tribune.

Naturalists tell us that in making 


their toilets some birds use water only, 
some water and dust, while others pre- 
fer dust an'd no water.

If they were followed up 
they would be found in the more in- 
viting and remunerative; agricultural 
folds of the west, or in, the villases 
and cities of the east, living like-lords, 
in comparison with their former es- 
tate. This is the fact of the matter, 
and it cannot be biottpd out with lit- 
•••rary tears or renter's ink.

will deny, neither will any one 


conversant with the facts In the case 
deny that there should be more of 
them. No one will accuse native New 
Engianders of throwing away a grind 
thing. Thy are not bred or educated. 
to do this, and the farms are abs>n- 
acned only after it has been found b> 
their possessors that, In the absenca 
of opportunity to sell their farms and 
the riurchasers at the same time. th-J' 
can better their condition by throwing 
up the sponge, to use a worn expres- 
sion, and migrating to more useful 
fields of e-ndeavor. This accounts for 
the fbandaned farms, and the trut'i , 
i.. not overthrown by the fact th a 
oc> aiionally one is purchased and o~- 
iviojed by some peasant from, the old , 
world, who, by the, aid of his wife and I 
children, wrings from its rocky ridges i 
what, in comnarlson with the 16-cents- 
a-day life he has hitherto lived, seems 
tm him like "independence " 


There is absolutely no cause for re- 


gret m coTwiertlOTi with these aban- 
doned farms. The people upon such 
as are abandoned must, like everybody 
else, go forward or backward. As it 
is impossible for them to go backward, 
the alternative is plain, aud there 
should be rejoicing instead of mourn- 
ing that they know enough to recog- 
nize it. 


L,et the abandoning go on. Potatoes 


are still cheap. There is no shortag-e 
in the food supply of this country, and 
no danger of one. That the abandon- 
ee da not return is proof positive that 
they have bettered, their condition by 
migration,, and may the Lord have 
mercy on. the souls of the 
confidinz 


smpletons who are inveigled by the 
"advocates of causes" into an attempt 
to fit their feet into the holesi worn in 
the rocks by those of their predeces- 
flors.

Pupils a» a Factor In Spreading In- 


fectious Diaeaiei. 


The reassertion of the theory of school 


influence as on active factor in the 
spread of infectious disease which has 
lately been made makes it desirable to 
inquire under what circumstances "clo- 
sure" should be employed. All seems to 
depend upon whether the assembly of the 
children in the school in question is the 
mam cause by which the disease is being 
disseminated. In a country district, for 
example, with a sparsely scattered popu- 
lation, where children rarely meet except 
in school, closing the schools at the com- 
mencement of an epidemic may effectual- 
ly check its course, each infected center 
working out its own salvation independ- 
ently, and the one link between the dif- 
ferent parts oS the district being for the 
time broken. 


Again, it may be discovered that in 


consequence of defective drains or other 
insanitary arrangements the school is 
itself actually a cause of disease, or at 
least that its condition favors the spread 
of infection among those who attend its 
classes, and ia such a case the school 
should certainly be closed while the i ec- 
essary repairs and reconstructions are be- 
ing carried out. 


But apart from these two circum- 


stances it must very rarely happen that 
it is justifiable to close a school and thus 
break into the educational progress of 
the scholars merely because a large num- 
ber of them happen to be attacked by an 
epidemic, for when an epidemic has ob- 
tained complete hold in a populous dis- 
trict the school is but one of a dozen 
ways in which infection is being spread, 
and it may be far better to keep the 
school open and thus insure the continu- 
ance of that regularity and orderliness of 
life which attendance at school involves 
than by closure to throw all the children 
to play together in the streets or to hud- 
dle together in their homes. 


It must always be remembered that the 


part played by schools hi spreading infec- 
tion is proportionately greater in the 
country than in towns, since in the coun- 
try it is practically in the schools alone 
that cbi'dren from different homes come 
in contact with each other, while in 
towns the schools are only one out of 
many centers from which infection may 
radiate.—Hospital.

Blade to Write Decoy Letter* to 
American 
Officer* — Exhibited 
In 


Village* an a Freak. 
William Juipsehka, chief boatswain's 


mate of the'United States gunboat 
Helena, is one of tho 280 time expired 
•warrant officers and Jack Tare aboard 
the Dixie la the navy yard just home 
from Manila, says.the New York Post. 
Juraechka says the Filipinos are "all 
right after you gets used to their 
ways," and Jurascbka ought to know, 
for he was ambushed by a Filipino 
bolo man, captured with nets and hAld 
a prisoner five months List winter 
until released by American troops of 
the Eighteenth Infantry. 
, "It ain't ao much as I objected to 
the little beggars trying to take me," 
said the mate, rubbing his head, "as it 
was the way they did it. You see, I 
was on detached duty aboard the gun- 
boat Marivelas, blockading round^ the 
island of Sikagon, near the island of 
Panay. Our business was to take 
every Filipino craft in sight, putting 
the crew ashore with provisions and 
burning thsir boat, cargo, and all. And 
we had some fine bonfires, too. 
The 


officers allowed'us to save enough out 
of each cargo to trade with the natives 
ashore for fresh meat We generally 
got young calves-in these trades, and 
in swapping goods we had sort of made 
the main village-'of the Island our mar- 
keting place. 


"We got to be real chummy with the 


villagers. They called us their bosom 
friends in the sign language, and we 
gave 'em red bandannas. It was so 
sociablelike that we got careless. On 
the morning of Qct 16 we captured a 
parao, a native one masted boat, load- 
ed with kerosene. Fresh meat was 
short, so, taking a landsman and two- 
apprentices, I went ashore to trade for 
calves. None of us was armed, but I 
had my gun and cartridge belt strapped 
about my waist. We went ashore in 
style with the captive Filipinos rowing 
us and traded the oil for calves. 


" 'Where are the crathurs?' sung out 


one of the Irish boy apprentices after 
the parley was over. 
The villagers 


made faces and pointed to a little 
grove back of the town, BO we all 
started for the calves, leaving one man 
with the boat 
Sure enough, there 


were two calves tied to a tree in the 
middle of the grove, but we bad no 
sooner cut them loose and thrown 
them on the ground than I heard the 
boy behind me shout 'Run!' I grabbed 
my calf and struggled to my feet to see 
a band of Filipino bolo men closing in. 
The calf galloped away, and I started 
for the boat reaching for my gun as I 
ran, but before I could load the beg- 
gars were upon me with them things 
the professors catch butterflies with 
in Africa. Before I knew it I was on 
the ground, pinned down by about ten 
of the darned things. They were made 
of thorny vines, which cut my clothes 
nnd dug into my flesh like needles. I 
saw it was no use, so I gave up. Th,e 
boys got away safely to the ship, and 
she opened up such a hot fire on the 
town that it became too •warm to stay 
around, and the Filipinos tied me to a 
bull s back and hustled me into the 
mountains. For^Sve uays they lugged 
me around that island, tied to the ani- 
mal's back, exhibiting me to the vil- 
lagers. My clothes were gone and my 
body was cut and bruised from the 
beatings I received. Upon entering a 
village a band would appear and an- 
nounce my coming with a flourish of 
horns and the inhabitants would dance 
and howl about me, giving me a dig or 
a poke whenever they felt disposed. 


"Then they took me across the water 


to the Island of Panay, and once more 
I was exhibited like a freak in a circus, 
but here I became sick, and my cap- 
tors suddenly changed their tactics, 
nursing me through a hard case of 
fever. But the American troops were 
hard after the band that had me all 
this time, and we were kept moving 
rapidly. Little kids, who would be too 
young to go to school in the States, car- 
ried this information on bullback rid- 
ing in the mountains. 


"It was about six weeks after I was 


caught," said the bo's'n's mate reflect- 
ively, "that the little fellows tried to 
take the town of Para, on the isle of 
Panay. 
Picture a thin line of funny 


little Filipino houses strung around a 
600 foot square, and you have the vil- 
lage of Para. The square was covered 
with tall rank grass except where 
paths crossed it, like on a little New 
England common. 
On one corner of 


the square wns the officers' quarters 
and soldiers' canteen, and diagonally 
across on the other was the barracks. 
The insurgents wns cute enough to get 
on to the fact that after 'reveille' each 
morning the bugler sounded 'assembly,' 
and the soldiers hurried across the 
square to fall in for muster by the offi- 
cers' quarters, leaving their rifles be- 
hind them io the barracks. 


"Their safety rested in the outposts 


around the town. 
What did a young 


insurgent officer do but take 200 bolo 
men by the outposts one dark night at 
II o'clock, crawling on their bellies 
into the square where they lay all 
night waiting for that 'assembly,' 
•when they were to rush the unarmed 
soldiers as they were answering roll 
call aud cut them dpwn if they did not 
surrender. It was a pretty slick trick 
and would have worked to a dot if the 
young bugler, a lad from San Antonio, 
Tex., had not seen a bunch of the in- 
surgents lying in the gjrass as he came 
across the square in the morning to 
blow 'reveille' in front of th« officers' 
quarters after first sounding n in front 
of the barracks, 
ge never lost hia 


head a minute, for he tramped to ihe 
officers' quarters, blew 'reveille' there, 
and then marched right back again, 
past the ambushed Filipinos, to the 
barracks, where Instead of sounding 
the anticipated 'assembly' he blew 'to 
arms.' 


"The men came tumbling out Jn all 


klndo of undress. 
Tho principal cos- 


tume was a big hot a cartridge belt 
nnd a gun. They did not wait for com- 
mands, nor the Filipinos to flght. .They, 
Just .streaked Jt,.*ttd» jgy, 


with the soldierp after them, sSootlng 
nt every Jump. I was told afterward 
they counted 40 dead niggers after that 
klUlAg, all the way up the mountain. 


"At times tile Filipinos were hard 


pressed for food. The bolo men would 
then cut'down trees with their long 
swords and from the heart of the tree 
would pull out great long snakes, 
which they would cook and eat They 
also ate sna^s, shellfish and trout 
During all this time the band was hunt- 
ing ladrbnes, or Filipino bandits. One 
day a party returned after a long hunt 
blowing 'borns and shouting, with the 
head of a notorious robber chief stick- 
ing on a speajr, which was carried at 
the head of the procession. While a 
captive in the- town of Sara, province 
of Concepclon, I saw 50 of these rob- 
bers executed. 


"They were flogged to death. Once, 


when lying tied is a village hut, a 
young lieutenant of the band, who had 
three stars on the sleeve of his coat 
entered in a great rage and, seizing a 
rifle from one of the guards, killed an- 
other prisoner who was lying by my 
side. 
After this, my captors showed 


me more consideration, and, with my 
extended liberties, I made friends with 
a little Filipino bugler, who told me I 
•was captured on a wager made by an 
officer, who bet a Spanish friar one- 
horse and 200 Mexican dollars that he 
would take an, American alive. 
To- 


ward the last of my imprisonment sev- 
eral Insurgent officers, who appeared 
very important had me brought bef ora 
them. They dictated to me letters in. 
Spanish, which I was ordered to trans* 
late into English in the shape of decoy 
letters to the American officers in the 
neighborhood. 
These letters claimed 


to be from friendly Filipinos and told 
of the location of Insurgent forces, 
arms and ammunition, but the little 
bugler told me they were lies. I be- 
lieved him and after every whopper I 
wrote I would add the word "nit." The 
Filipinos did not know the difference. 


"Officers afterward told me they had 


received these, same letters and had 
had a good laugh over the 'nit.' Lieu- 
tenant Hunt, with a detachment of 
Company 
G, Eighteenth 
infantry, 


finally rounded up the governor of the 
town where I was held, about the 
middle of last February, and I was 
released from imprisonment. Before 
we parted company, though, the gov- 
ernor, the governor's family and m* 
were great friends, and I brought 
away the pet monkey of the governor's; 
niece. He Is a good monkey, but, like 
his Filipino friends, I learn something 
new about him every day."

BOERS IN CEYLON. 


Healthy Locality Where Enjjland'a 


Prisoners Will Be Kept. 


The 2,000 Boer prisoners destined for 


Ceylon are to go to Bandarawela, 
which is the terminus of the Colombo 
and Kandy line and 6,200 feet above 
sea level. 
The place is among the 


mountains and, according to the St. 
James' Gazette, in a supremely healthy 
locality, with trees of rhododendrons 
growing upon the hillsides and amid 
the grassy sward known as "patenas." 
The rhodddendrons are not bushlika 
as in this country, but real trees with 
most lovely red flowers. They have 
somewhat long stems and the'n a 
crown of leaves and flowers. There 
ore no tea gardens so high up as Baii- 
darawela, but cardammos are grown 
a little lower down. 


There is an excellent hotel near the 


railway terminus, owned by a com- 
pany and very well managed. Officers 
Quartered there will be in clover and 
in touch with all the world, thanks to 
The Observer and The Times of Cey- 
lon, the railway and the postofflce. The 
railway is almost unique as a feat of 
engineering skill and only comparable 
With that running through the St. 
Gothard pass. The "soda water bottle 
curve" is one of the sights of the is- 
land and a triumph of the art of the 
railway engineer. Adam's peak, 7,000 
feet high, is in full view from the line, 
and few iron roads in the world pass 
through more interesting native vil- 
lages aud towns, through more ex- 
quisitely luxuriant vegetation, fields of 
"paddy," rivers, lakelets, etc., than 
the ome starting m Colombo and termi- 
nating at Bandarawela. 


AUGUST

Telegraphing- Chinese \Vor<I». 


All the principal cities of the empire 


have telegraphic service. An arrange- 
ment was made with the Russian tele- 
graph authorities in 1892 by which 
communication was established be- 
tween Peking and Europe. The appa- 
ratus and jLuemods used in telegraph- 
ing in China are of the most primitive 
description, says The Scientific Ameri- 
can. Tbe Chinese bave no alphabet, 
but each word has a sign. In order to 
telegraph them each sign has to be 
numbered, and the number is sent by 
wire. Tbe receiving clerk refers to his 
tables and translates the numbers into 
the Chinese signs. The tables resem- 
ble logarithm tables, the signs being 
printed In vertical columns and each 
column containing 20 signs, and as 
tbere are ten columns there are 200, 
signs to the page. There are 49 pages 
to the complete book, consequently 
there are 0,800 numbered signs. Bach 
square contains a sign for a word. The 
sender must write bis message in Chi- 
nese on a blank form. 
This is then 


converted into numbers, and they are 
telegraphed. 
The average length of 


the words is four letters, but the words 
frequently run to 10 or 12 letters.

He holds the others 


off, for, in the struggle for existence, to 
have too many fond of you is distinctly 
to lessen your chances of survival. For 
instance, what is it makes the existence 
of the vanilla grower one ceaseless vigil? 
What but tho^fnct that f«.u» root tip to 
flower bud the vunilla plant is popular 
with all kinds of creatures, with back- 
bones and without them, shelled and un- 
shelled, furred, feathered and 
fuzzy, 


winged, walking and crawling. That ia 
why at all hours of the day and night the 
vanilla grower must be eternally saying 
"Shoo, there!" 


The cockroach !s no vanilla plant. 


Nothing like it. He has a flavor, though, 
that defends him as well as if he bris- 
tled with spines. lie is not n hail fellow 
well met with all sorts of creatures. 
About the only animal that likes him is 
the tree toad, although among some peo- 
ples salted cockroaches are a great deli- 
cacy. 
I cannot say if they are really 


very good. I never tried. I should think 
not, 
though, for a cockroach tea and 


cockroach pills are used in Russia as 
remedies for dropsy. People are not ac- 
customed to make medicines out of good- 
ies. 


Cockroaches have the habits of a con- 


firmed tobacco chewer and expectorate 
freely in safe runways, probably to mark 
the places for identification. They have 
glands that secrete what they think is 
perfume, and it is so lasting that it ruins 
articles of food, especially coffee, to be left 
on a shelf where roaches run. Nothing 
but boiling water and soapsuds can re- 
move the "taint. 


Because of this and also because it is a 


scavenger (for all despise the truly eco- 
nomicaH, the roach is unpopular. The 
variety called the Croton bug, because of 
its early recognition of the value of a 
system, of waterworks by following the 
pipes of which it could reach the homes 
of all and attain warmth and moisture 
almost equaling the long lost days of the 
carboniferous era, the vanished Eden of 
the cockroach, is really a German impor- 
tation. Although it does not bear the la- 
bel "MaJe In Germany," it is named 
Ectobia germanica and is much smarter 
than the others of its race. Yet in north 
German kitchens it is called a Suabian, 
in south Germany a Prussian, in east 
Germany a Russian and in west Ger- 
many a Frenchman. 
Sometimes it is 


also a Spaniard or a Dane, but never, 
never does a countryman of Wild Willia 
admit that Ectobia germanica is a Ger- 
man, east, west, north, south, high, low 
or middle. They wash their hands of 
the whole tribe and would like to wash 
their cupboards of them too.—Harvey 
Sutherland in Ainslee's.

one of these beasts. Numbers of little 
gorillas have been captured at various 
times, but they have always pined away 
and died in a short time. The chief diffi- , 
culty about the capture of the gorilla is I 
that be lives in very unhealthy districts, 
where fevers prevail. 


"A white man has to fight the climate 


as well as the animals. In addition to 
the well known ferocity of the gorilla, he 
is regarded with a superstitious awe by 
the natives, who have a legend to the ef- 
fect that this terrible beast carries away 
the women to the jungles. They also re- 
gard the gorilla as endowed with super- 
natural powers. Two men sent out last 
'year by a well known German firm that 
deals in wild beasts perished in the wilds 
of Africa while seeking gorillas. 


"It may seem surprising to an Ameri- 


can, equipped with all the appliances o^ 
science for the subjugation of the animal 
kingdom, that it is almost impossible to 
capture and cage a gorilla. But. 'f his 
fearful strength !s considered and his 
wonderful shyness it will prove to be not 
BO much a mutter of surprise at all. All 
kinds of suggestions have been made to 
hunters with regard t/> the devices to be 
,used, such as traps, pitfalls and like ap- 
pliances, but none of these has proved 
to be successful. 


"One of the largest gorillas ever cap- 


tured belongs to the zoological gardens 
in London. The animal stands 4. feet 9 
inches high. It is so valuable that offers 
of $1.800 and $2.000 have been made 
without acceptance."—Washington Star.

They Come In Hundreds of Shapes, 


and Most of Them Are Bronze. 


The doorknob of 50 years ago was ot 


brass. Then came into,use the mineral 
knob, which plenty of people of middle/ 
age will be able to recall. Mineral knoba 
were made of clays of different colors 
and sometimes of clays of different colors 
mis-od, ths knobs heing baked with a 
glazed surface. A common and familiar 
form of the mineral knob was about the 
color of dark mahogany. In their day- 
mineral knobs were highly esteemed, and 
some of them cost as much as $12 a doz- 
en pairs. Now there are mineral knobs 
that can be bought for TO cents a dozen 
pairs. Mineral knobs are still used. 


After the m^ieral the bronze knob 


came into fashiowand after the bronza 
the wooden kuob,came into more or lesa 
extended use. The prevailing doorknob 
of today as used in cities is made ot 
bronze. 
The first bronze knob put on 


the market cost $t or ?8 a pair. Many, 
bronze knobs in one form and another1 
are now produced very cheaply, but it 
might easily be that fine, handsome 
bronze knobs would cost from $2.50 to §6 
a pair. More or less brass knobs aro 
still made, tiut nowadays mostly io 
bronze designs. 


Doorknobs are now made of Iron, and 


they are still made In considerable vari- 
ety of shapes and sizes of various kinds 
of wood. 
There are also made door- 


knobs of glass. These are now produced 
in greater variety than formerly. They 
are made in smooth and in eat glass, and 
some of them, simple -in design as they, 
may be, are beautiful. Glass doorknobs 
cost up to $4 a pair. But while 'door- 
knobs are made and sold in all these va- 
rious materials, yet the prevailing knob 
in city use and the one that would be 
found in one grad.fr and quality or anoth- 
er in most of the city's dwellings would 
be one of bronze. 


Among tie hundreds of varieties In 


.which doorknobs' are made there may be 
found not only knobs in various conven- 
tional forma, bnt knobs made in con- 
formity- with architectural styles and his- 
torical periods. For all that, doorknobs 
ore not infrequently made to order fop 
eingle houses from designs famished by 
the architect.—New York Sun.

Fined for Selling Adulterated 


Coffee. Four Sent to Jail 


The crusade against the selling of 


brandy dirups tx> children under 1C, 
which was reported in, this paper some 
time ago, struck in 
full 
force this 


morning, when five dealers,, all prop- 
rietors of small fruit and candy stands 
were surnmonad into police court to 
answer criminal charges aguinst them. 
All pleaded guilty 
and the 
cases 


against all were filed away, on r>ay- 
inent of costs, which in this case were 
large on account of the expenses of 
the state a*ent who made the com- 
plaints. Those who \\ ere summoned 
were F. Sutty, Belle Colnieras, Peter 
Joseph, Solomon Andrews and Thomas 
KaJp-. 


The complaints were brousrht by J. 


F. McCaffrey of Boston., the agent for 
the state board of health, who was 
here some time ago to prosecute the 
dealers in adulterated' cream. While 
in the city July 19 Mr. McCaffrey got a 
small boy, under 
1C years of ace, 


named Rex Persons, ?o go around to 
all the drug and candy stores in. the 
city asking for brandy drops. Th6 
boy secured the drops in the places of 
tho?a summoned into court. 


On, analysis of the liquor in the drops 


it was found to contain, more than one 
per cent of alcohol, and therefore tho 
dealers were liable fmr their sole to 
a. child under 16. 


All five of those summoned pleaded 


not guilty when first arraigned, but 
later changed this to guilty, when 
they were givem to understand" that 
they would be allowed to go on pay- 
ment of costs. 


Mr. McCaffrey was in court and 


made an address* to the judge on the 
subject of brandy drop selling which 
would bear printing as a temperance 
tract. He toild of the extent *of the 
birandy drop habit among- children, 
giving' instances mostly from the east- 
ern part of the state. He told of one 
case where a school Tirl was 
sent 


home from school one day in an in- 
toxicated condition as the result of 
eating alcoholinc candies. 


He said that all the drug- a,nu cai-lv 


stores 5"f tho city sold brandy d:v:>- 
but that from his investigations 
t.< 


was convinced that the drug store.-; 
were careful to observe the law, and 
so there was no desire to press possible 
technical errors against them. It was 
the small fruit dealers ,vho were con- 
ttmiaflly breaking the lawj and he 
•wished an example made for their ben- 
efit. 


Counsel for the defendants uleaded 


ignorance of the law on the matTer, 
and so the court decided to file the 
cases away on payment of costs. 


Joseph Rudnick was also in court 


on a complaint brought by Mr. McCaf- 


\ :'i'v, charging him with selling adul- 


• • 'id coffee. It was alleged that on 
J.i \ t' 
1 "Mr. Rudnick sold to- Christina 


„•'•:••• . Id coffee which was adulter- 


ated with roasted peas andl c&lcory. 
Analysis showed that there -was not 
enough coffee in the combination to 
keep a baby awake at night, ari Rud- 
nick was fined 510, after changing1 bis 
plea from not guilty to guilty.

When E, R, linker Laughed 


W. S. Carson writes as follows to 


the Boston Globe; 


Ex-Collector E. R. Tinker is not so 


old that ha has lost his aaareciation 
of humor, and when he read in the 
pa.pers thia week that John Tinker.who 
was 86 years old,, and had held office 
under Zachary Taylor,, had called at 
the headquarters of the national re- 
publican committee in New York, it 
brought a smile to his lios. 


The name was wrong, the age was 


wrong and the office was wrong. Mr. 
Tinker was appointed to office by Ab- 
raham Lincoln, and for years he was 
one of the collectors of internal rev- 
enue in this state. He did not go out 
of office until, 1884, when Grover Cleve- 
land was elected president, and Frank 
J. Pratt olf Greenfield was made tho 
collector. At that time there were two 
collectors in the state. There is only a 
single one now. 


It is a matter of history that Mr. 


Tinker suggested a plan at the Chi- 
cago republican convention in 1860 that 
brought about the nomination of Ab- 
rahma Lincoln. The story has been 
fully told by Frank G. Ca.rpen.ter in 
tho Century magazine. 


Mr. Tinker has long counted Senator 


Hoar and ex-Senator Henry L. Dawes 
among his warmest political friends. 
Ho is credited with having had more 
to do with the management of the con- 
gressional campaigns of Mr. Dawes 
than did that gentleman himself. 


Death of An African Prince 


William Gabriel, a colored man of 


Plttsfleld, who claimed to be a des- 
cendant of royal African blood, died 
Tuesday night. His father, ha used to 
.-w.y, was a son of the king of a tribe 
in the Coniro river district and ho was 
captured by slave traders in 1850 and 
brought to this country. He worked 
1'or a while on a Virginia nlanta.tlnn 
and then ran away to v-'anada, again 
returning to the United Sta,te», whero 
he lived ever afterward as y, free man, 
Gabriel was 77 years oiu. 


CHILDREN ARE BUSILY READING 


Unexpected Growth of New Children's 


Heading Club at Library 


The children's reading club, formed 


some time ago at the public library, as 
reported in this paper, ia surprising 
even those who started it by the inteiv 
est aroused among the children, manly 
of whom have nbt before been patrons 
'of the library, and who have been at- 
tracted by this new plan. There are 
now over 75 members, and the circle of 
young readers has been named the 
"Wide Awake 
club," 
with 
ribbon 


badges to designate the members. TJhis 
number is constantly growing, there 
being additions to the membership 
every day. 


The little badge which is given to 


members serves as anl announcement 
that the wearer has read at least five 
good books which are approved by 
those in charge <of the club. This rule 
was made in order to have some basis 
for the membership. The badge is 
given to the boy or girl as soton as five 
satisfactory books have been read, or 
if it can be shown that five such books 
have been read before the club is 
Joined. 


Although the standards are not severe 


as to what books shall have been read, 
it would be something of a surprise to 
manly to see the number of children who 
have not read enough to entitle them 
to a badge before becoming members. 
The desire to secure a badge is potent, 
however, and on the part of some of 
the youngsters there has been a grand 
rush to get through with the required 
five. Those who think they are rapid 
leaders might get pointers from some 
of those who are readhA? for badges, 
but the effect of this is not bad, as 
when once the badges are secured, the 
children take more time about their 
literature 


A list was published in the Transcript 


at the time the club was started show- 
"mg in a general way what bo^ks would 
be read, but this- list has not been held 
to at all closely, and there is a very 
wide ranlge of books which are approv- 
ed for the use of the members of the 
club. The only desire is to insure the 
reading of thoroughy good bhoks by 
the children, instead 
of the trash 


which so many children are allowed to 
read, and in place of which they are 
often given nothirte better. 


The ages of the children who have 


joined range all the way from 15 or 16 
down to five or six, there being chil- 
dren so young that they have to have' 
their five books read to them before 
they can secure the badge of wide 
iwakeness. 


There is a shelf inl the library set 


-=ule for the books- picked out for club 
i.' mbers, but of course not nearly all 
he books which the children read can 
be accommodated her,e,. It is the be- 
lief of those interested' that in time a 
•oom should be provided in the build- 
'ng for the use of such a class. 


In view of the interest that the or- 


ganization has aroused, it is nbt im- 
probable that the club will be made a 
permanent thing, although when start- 
ed it was as an experiment through the 
summer. 
Those who have seen the 


•vork that is being done In this way 
have been enthusiastic at its success, 
and believe that it will' result in last- 
ing good to those children whom it 
reaches.

EASY LI FElTFEDERA! PRISONER 


Somfi Things Learned From Treatment 


of Cole at Greenfield Jail 


IvientiOn was made in this paper last 


week of the sonsationlal articles in a 
Boston paper concerning the treatment 
of ex-President Cole of the Globe na- 
tional bank in the Greenfield jail. The 
article inbpired the following of in- 
terest in the Springfield Republican: 


The newspaper attack upon Jailer 


Richardson of the Franklin county jail 
for alleged leniency in dealing with C. 
N. Cole, _ the former president 'of the 
(vlobe national bank in Boston, has 
been the local sensation <of the week. 
The article evoked much comment and 
in Greenfield was generally received 
with many expressions of confidence in 
Mr. Richardson. 
But if the article 


failed in showing that Mr. Cole is more 
leniently dealt with than other federal 
prisoners it succeeded in calling to the 
attention of people how much pleasant- 
er It is to be a United States prisoner, 
charged even with the absconding of 
thousands', than to be convicted in our 
state courts of the henious offenses of 
chicken stealing or drunkeriness. 


The privilege of a prisoner who be- 


haves himself are many. In the first 
place the government paysi the board 
of the prisoner to the counlty and there 
is a, difference of opinion as to whether 
he can be 'obliged to woik. Then he is 
allowed luxuries, if he is able to pay 
for them, and in this way, if he can be 
trusted and given a reasonable measure 
of freedom durinlg the day, his yeais 
wear pleasantly on. There was un- 
doubtedly nothing but sarcasm in the 
statement of the reporter who inter- 
viewed Mr. Richardson that the county 
would give Cole a vote of thanks when 
he completed his termi for his ability 
in! keeping the books of the institution, 
and that Cole will regret that he has to 
leave. It is reasonable to suppose that 
being kept under lock and key, and con- 
forming to the rules, of the K/cal prison, 
which are said to be as strict as any in 
Massachusetts, is not so pleasant as it 
might s.-sem to the reporter. 


Some little surprise was felt that the 


report fell so fiat on the prison commis- 
sion. It is stated, however, that the 
members of the commission had been 
in Greenfield, examined the jail and 
stated their approval of the way in 
which it is managed, about two weeks 
previous to' the time that the article 
appeared. Federal prisor.ters all 'over 
the land in county jails are said to have 
an easy and not unhappy time. It is 
not many years ago since • a federal 
prisoner in 
Northampton' took 
his 


morning exercise by walking to the 
postofilce after the mail of the institu- 
tion. He was frequently pointed out 
by the citizens on the street. 


FREE RURAL DELIVERY RULES 


Postoffice Department Issue Rules of 


Local Interest For the New Routes 


The postoffice department at Wash- 


ington has issued a set of rules to ar-- 
ply on all free rural delivery routes, 
which will be of local interest in view 
of tha pu3?ible establishment of such 
a route in this district. Tho rules fol- 
low: 


First—That on. and after August 1, 


1900, the "drop letter" or one cent rate 
of postage will not apply within rural 
free delivery limits. The two cent per 
ounce rate will be exacted within such 
delivery upon all first-class mail mat- 
ter except postal cards. 


Second—That 
the 
introduction 
of 


rural free delvory will not increase or 
otherwise modify the v>resont rate of 
postage on second-cla:.s mattor. 


Third—That ruraf fieo delivery car- 


riers will not bring to the nostoffloe 
mail matter collected by them which 
may be delivered on their routes be- 
fore completing their trips. 


Fourth—That stanfis upon mail mat- 


ter collected by rural 
free delivery 


f-ajTiers, including those 
fin. ma.tter 


delivered en route as directed in sec- 
tion 3, will be canceled by them and 
reported to the postmaster, who will 
derive tho benefit of cancellation if 
the office is fourth class. 


Fifth—TUa.t until 
suitable 
rubber 


canceling stamps can bo supplied by 
the department rural dolivory carriers 
will cancel stamps with the indelible 
pencils recently furiaished them for 
use in roglsterioc 'otters.
